Thomas Hnrge^s, aprlsonerin Ray- 
inoiid'atroet Jail, Urouklyu, tent Iheru 
lur being driiiik aud dlsuiHlurly, wan 
awskened hOuui 4 o'clock on Mtjiida) 
inoriiing liy a biiriiliii^ scnsiillou aboiil 
Ills neck, and, looking up, nu saw by 
Ihe lAinl light in llie pi-iauu lliat Ida 
tcllow-prisuiicr, Neil I'earaon, a 
Swedo, who had been locked up lor 
vajjrnncy, was allcnipliiig. nppnrcni- 
l.v, 10 murder nim. He sprun;; to his 
fotft and sciised t'earsun's hanus, hut. 
Pearson struck him several iliiiua in 
the face with, a kuife. soauiiiig liis 
■dieok with a lung ugly wound. Hnr- 
gess says he Icli llieii itmt ho hud 
been lucked up wlih n Innaiic, wlm 
had suddenly been soizod with a iiiur- 
deroiis mania. It ho could luivu 
wrested tho knife lioin hlin hu would 
havo killed IlieSwetle, but Ihe Islter 
clutched Ihc kiilto Hrinly, and at ov- 
ery chance made a lunge at Burgess. 
Tho lirsl Hist ihu prisun ulllcials 
knew uf Ihe light waa when Burgess 
shrieked : 

"I am bolfig murdered, aitd Iloly 
Virgin save lUcT' 

Tho ravings ol men who aro puf- 
fcring from delirium trciiiens are com- 
mon lu the Jail, and such criuB*are nol 
usually noticed, but there waa a sound 
of real terror in Burgess' cry fur help 
whicli caused tlie keeper lo hurry lu 
tho cell. The d ies aroii«ud the other 
prisoners, and ihcrc was a commotion 
ibroughout Iho prison. Bnrgest was 
alill screwmlng Ibr help wlien Keeper 
Malone reached bis cell. He -had 
graai>ed bit fellow-prltoncr's haiida 
and was holding him. Burgesa' 
oloilttug waa covered with blood, and 
lb'6 knilo wliich I'earson' still held 
was dripping. Tne cell dour wia 
opened quickly and I'earaon waa dia- 
arincd. Burgess waa removed to llie 
City lloapllal, and he aecnied to have 
about a dozen woiiuda. — X. F. Sun.

A man in Illinois having sent to a 
Wiiaiiiugluii Juui'iial a pliuiograpb ol 
live of Ills vbildien who were born on 
Ihe aame day, aaaertiiig that no other 
muu cliii allow a picture of Ave, Hie 
newspaper qnlcliblu with Ibe fol' 
lowing slHlistics; 

"liiaianccs have been found where 
children to tlio number ot' six, seven, 
oight, nine and soniellmes sixieon 
have been brought forth ht one birth. 
Tlie wife 01 Enianuol (iago, a laborer 
iiesr Valladolid was delivered ilio 
14th or.lunc IM, of live girls. The 
cclcbraled Taraiu was brought to beil 
in llie seventh monlli, et Argenteull 
iiesrraria, 17th of July, i779.of ilireo 
bo.ts each fourteen and a liall inclios 
long, and a Kirl, Ihirloeii inches. 
Thoy were all lianlizcd, but did not 
live over la'enly-fnui' hours. In 
June ntfJ one Marcio Ituix, of Luuena, 
ill Audclnsia, WAS succeaalvely de- 
livered of sixteen boys, wilhoiit any 
girls. Seven of t!am wore alive on 
the lOlli of August following. In 
l.^li.'! a Mnscoviic poiisant named Jas. 
Ky rIoM and bii wife wore presented 
to I he Kinpreaa of Itusia. This peas- 
ant bad been twite married aud was 
then 70 years of age. His first wll'c 
was brought lo bed tweniy oiic times, 
namely, four tlinos of four children 
each lime, aoveii times of throe, and 
ten times of two, making in all tilt}- 
seven children who were then alive. 
His second wile, who accompanied 
liiin, bad iicen delivered seven limes, 
once of thron and fi.\ linioa of twins. 
Thus ho had sevoiily-twe children by 
biftwo mariirget.
